BIOGRAPHY 

Honor-laden as few have been in the 
history of music, Marian Anderson has 
become a legend to millions across the 
world. 

First of her race to sing at the 
Metropolitan Opera, recipient of the 
$10,000 Bok Award, the Springarn Medal, 
five Honorary Doctorates of Music, and 
many other honors, she is represented 
in a mural in the Department of Interior 
in Washington commemorating her 
Easter Sunday concert in 1939 that drew 
75,000 to the Lincoln Memorial. She has 
sung three times in the White House, 
the second time for the royal guests 
from England, King George and Queen 
Elizabeth. King Gustav Adolf conferred 
on her Sweden's "Litteris et Artibus" 
medal; from the Emperor of Japan she 


received the Yukosho medal; Finland 
has given her its esteemed Order of the 
White Rose and the Marshall Manner- 
heim Medal, and other decorations have 
come from Haiti, Liberia, France, and 
the Philippines. 

Born in Philadelphia, one of three 
daughters of a modest family, she early 
showed signs of extraordinary gifts, 
singing in the church choir and frequently 
filling in for an absent soprano or bass. 
With the "Fund for Marian Anderson's 
Future" collected by the congregation, 
she paid for her first lessons. Scholar¬ 
ships from teachers furthered her study 
until her debut with the New York 
Philharmonic-Symphony. 

European Success 

Becalmed for a time, she went to 
Europe on a Rosenwald Fellowship. Her

first concert in Berlin was a modest 
success. But her initial tour of Scandin¬ 
avian countries proved to be the wind 
which whirled her to the heights of fame. 

The Finnish composer, Sibelius, in 
whose studio she sang, said gravely, 
"The roof of my house is too low for 
your voice". The Moscow Art Theatre 
Director, the late Stanislavsky, brought 
her an armload of white lilacs in mid¬ 
winter and begged her to sing in his 
production of "Carmen”. At the 
Mozarteum in Salzburg, Arturo Toscanini 
went to her and said, "A voice like 
yours is heard only once in a hundred 
years". Earlier that summer, in Paris, 
Impresario Sol Hurok heard her sing for 
the first time. The contract for her 
return to the United States and Canada 
was signed the next day. 


Acknowledged America's beloved 
"high priestess of song", Miss Anderson 
has sung during the past three seasons 
in Japan, Korea, Israel, South America, 
North Africa, France, Germany, The 
Lowlands, Scandinavia, Spain, and 
England. Her recent tour through Korea, 
the Philippines, Vietnam, Burma, Thai¬ 
land, Malaya, Ceylon and India was 
presented to American television viewers 
during Christmas week as "The Lady 
from Philadelphia; Through Asia with 
Marian Anderson", on "See It Now". 

Marian Anderson is appearing before 
Celebrity Concert audiences this season 
in Regina, Calgary, and Edmonton.

TO ENCORE OR NOT 


Orchestral concerts tend to be rather 
solemn affairs, but the New York Phil¬ 
harmonic's concerts on Dec. 13 and 14 
were spiced with a somewhat peppery 
controversy which arose when Yehudi 
Menuhin attempted to play encores, 
thereby breaking an unwritten law of 
the organization. 

At his first appearance of the week 
with the orchestra, on Dec. 12, Mr. 
Menuhin played the Prelude from Bach's 
E major Partita for Violin Alone as an 
encore, after Bloch's Violin Concerto. He 
was at once requested by the manage¬ 
ment not to repeat this. 

The Philharmonic feels that there are 
good musical reasons for not playing 
solo works in an orchestral program, 
quite apart from the serious derange¬ 
ment of schedules involved. But at the 
Friday matinee Mr. Menuhin played 


another encore, also by Bach. The Phil¬ 
harmonic management protested even 
more strongly. So when the audience 
applauded expectantly at the Saturday 
evening concert, Mr. Menuhin held up 
his hand for silence and made a sharp 
little speech, beginning ''I am not 
allowed", criticizing the Philharmonic 
direction and defending encores. The 
audience laughed and gave him another 
recall for good measure. 

Whatever one's personal convictions 
in this matter (and down here we feel 
that the Philharmonic is right) we can 
only applaud everybody concerned for 
being good-natured about this rather 
explosive situation. After all, it was close 
to Christmas and good will was in the 
air. —From "Mephisto's Musings",

Movie-goers have heard the Chorale sing in more than twelve hit films, including 
“The Egyptian”, “Desiree”, “Day of Triumph”, and its own 20th Century-Fox Cinema¬ 
scope short.
